Warsaw*, Russian Poland.—The mys­ 
tery surrounding the theft from the 
Paulina Monastery at Czenstochowa 
ot jewels and votive offerings valued 
at $4,000,000, which since 1909 bas 
puzzled the brothers, seems at length 
to be solved by the receipt of a letter 
from Chicago. 
The writer of this communication 
to the monastery confesses that he, 
Stanislaus Zaiog, was the thief; that, 
be was then a lay brother, and that j 
Father Damatius, who is now serving 
a sentence in the Siberian mines tor 
J 
the murder of his cousin, was not im­ 
plicated, as has always 
been 
sup­ 
posed. 
The letter seems genuine and the 
Russian police are taking steps to 
have Zaiog arrested, but the 
former 
brother defies the police to trace him. 
It appears that Zaiog remained at the 
monastery more than a year after the 
Iheft and not until Damatius was ar- 
• * 
rested did be escape to America. 
The robbery of the Jewels which 
decked the ikoh of the Virgin and 
Child in the Pauline Monastery ere 
ated a great stir three years ago, and 
when, in October, 1910, Father Dama­ 
tius was arrested in Austria for the 
murder of his cousin, Vaclav Macoch 
—which crime he confessed—It was 
Relieved that the motive tot; the deed 
was to be found in a desire to shut 
.the mouth of a man who coilld testify 
against him in the m atter of the rob 
bery. 
Damatius admitted the murder, but 
denied the theft of the jewels. Ile ad 
nutted also that he had taken money 
from the treasury and had squandered 
it upon Helena Ostrowska, wife of the 
/nun he murdered. 
He told how hts 
servant, Stanislaus, evidently the man 
now confessing the thefts, had assist 
ed bim in disposing of the body in a 
Jarge ottoman, which together they 
threw into the River Varta. Stanislaus 
Zaiog disappeared and has never been 
heard of until now. 
The most valuable thing stolen was 
the jeweled crown from the head ol 
the Virgin.

Gum and Bacteria. 
There have been .reported to the 
Royal Society of New* South Wales 
the results of an investigation of the 
curious role played by bacteria in the 
formation of various vegetable gums. 
The action of the bacteria appears to 
be more complex 
than

stance, two kinds of gum arabic; one 
soluble in water, the other insoluble, 
and the investigations of 
the 
New 
South Wales experts show* that they 
are produced by two distinct kinds of 
bacteria. 
By the cultivation of suit­ 
able species of bacteria it is possi 
hie to augment the production of gum 
by certain trees. 
Under ordinary cir­

One Tells New York Commission His 
Net Gain for a Year Wa* 
Sixteen Dollars. 


New York —The average New York 
family pays $5 a week 
tax 
to the 
grocer, according to 
testimony 
ob­ 
tained by the state food investigating 
commission here from representatives 
of the Retail Grocers’ association. The 
grocers declare th at the profits in 
their business have shrunk apprecia­ 
bly in the last few years, owing to the 
necessity of selling 
many 
staples, 
such as sugar, flour, 
potatoes, 
eggs 
and butter, practically at cost. 
One 
grocer, with a business of about $100 
a day, showed from his books that 
after allowing himself a salary of $25 
a week his net profits for the year 
1911 were $16. 
Another grocer m ain­ 
tained that the higher cost of living 
was largely due to the housewife’s 
careless methods of buying. 
"W ith prompt attention to th e de- 


I tails of purchasing, the problem of 
keeping grocery bills within reason­ 
able limits is an easy one," he said.

Advocates of Extermination Say He­ 
roic Measures Are Necessary to 
Avert Real Plague. 


New 
York.—Whether 
New 
York 
may intrust the disposal of its gar­ 
bage to four-footed scavengers in the 
shape of cats, corresponding n a way 
to the dogs of Constantinople, is the 
most striking possibility in the contro­ 
versy now raging as to ‘whether cats 
are a public necessity or a public 
nuisance in this city demanding imme­ 
diate recall. 
According to the latest feline census 
it is estimated that there are 500.000 
eats in this city, as compared to 50,000 
dogs, and in view of the rapidity with 
which the former are increasing in 
numbers it is now' proposed either to 
license or exterminate them. 
The proposal to license cats is at­ 
tended with many difficulties and ob­ 
jections. 
Aside from the difficulty of 
catching a quarter of a million strays 
and establishing their ownership, one 
exiiert holds that such a step wnuld be 
on a par with licensing birds, white 
mice or rabbits. 
On the other hand, an expert of con­ 
trary views paints a shocking picture 
of a cat-ridden city in the near future 
if steps are not taken to eliminate 
these animals. 
According to him, in the thickly 
populated districts the cats are really 
wild animals, attacking 
chiefly 
the 
odoriferous garbage can. A recent in­ 
vestigation shows that these animals 
come out only at night, co that to 
catch them it became necessary to 
travel about the city in automobiles

New York.—The tallest habitable 
building In the world is going up on 
Broadway,
